Governor Taylor leaves Capitol Building for the First 


Time. 
Injunction Hearing Postponed

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 9—There was no 


change in the situation today. 


Governor Taylor sler>t at the home of 


a friend last night and left the capital 
building for the first tinr* since Mr. 
Goebel's death. 


Georgetown, Ky., Feb. 
9—Governor 


Taylor was unrepresented when Judge 
Cantrill called the injunction rwoceed- 
ings here today and at the request of 
Judge Prayer for the plaintiff the hear- 
ing was postponed until Tuesday next. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 9.—Unless some 


action regarding the Louisville agree- 
ment is tak?n by Governor Taylor to- 
day or tomorrow, or some word is sent 
to them concerning his intentions, the 
Democrats will canclucle that he does 
not intended to take any action and will 
organize their state government at 
Louisville. 


A conference was held here last even- 


ing, at \\hich Governor Beckham, Sena- 
tor Blackburn, S. J. Shackelford and 
John K. Hendrick were present. The 
delay of Governor Taylor in declaring 
himself regarding" the Louisville agree- 
ment was discussed at length, and it 
was agreed by all present that the 
Democrats had waited 
Iffng enough. 


One day more will be allowed for some 
intimation from Governor Taylor. 


Governor Taylor announced last night 


that he had taken no action regarding 
the agreement. He 
would not say 


whether he would take any action to- 
day or not. It is practically decided 
that the agreement will not be accepted 
by Governor Taylor as It stands. He 
desires more specific promises regard- 
ing the repeal of th»j Goebel law and a 
decision in the gubernatorial contest by 
a separate vote of the two legislative 
houses. To this latter the Democrats 
say they will not agree. They claim 
tbat no mention was made of a repeal of 
the law in thf T^ouisville conference. 


The talk was entirely regarding the 


enactment of a new election law to be 
framed by selected men of both parties. 
This law would, in the nature of things, 
repeal the Goebel law. Governor Taylor 
hol.ds that Goebel was never legally 
seated and will demand a new vote on 
the matter before he will consent to 
abandon his seat under any circum- 
stances.

speaking of the "chagrin and mortifi- 
cation in the hearts of all that the 


! leader of a. people whose proud boast it 
was that they never feared to face a 
foe, or failed to defend a friend should 
he fall at the hands of an assassin." 


Senator Joe Blackburn was then in-

Since the war has strained the re-

This ap- 
prehension has suddenly'found expres- 
sion. During the last two or three days, 
In half the newspapers in England, the 
government's attention has been speciai- 
ly directed to the muzzle-loading gu,*a 
Even public men have been painfully 
surprised to learn that 16 battleships and 
eight armored cruisers depend upon 
muzzle-loaaers. This means that smaller 
Imt faster ships, with 
modern guns, 


would be able to stay 1000 or 2000 yards 
out of range and to disable in leisurely 
fashion, about one-third of the vessels 
(which appear in the naval list as "first- 
class." 


The admiralty Is understood'to be pre- 


paring to remedy this defect and to pro- 
pose also considerable additions that 
will preserve the present ratio of Great 
Britain's naval strength to that of 
France and Germany.

the bill framed by the ways and means 
committee imposing duties equivalent 
to 25 percent of the American tariff on 
guods imported into ieurto Rico from 
thp United States, and vice versa, were 
submitted to the house yesterday. The 
Republicans of the committee, except 
Mr. Call of M=^r«achus6tts, agreed tn 
report in support >t the bill, devoting a 
considerable portien of their argument 
to sustaining the contention that the 
clause of the constitution declaring 
that "all duties imposts and excises 
Bhfih be uniform throughout the United 
States" is not applicable to our new 
possessions, which, they say, are not 
United 
States territory 
within the 


meaning of that declaration. 


The majority report says that the 


25 percent duty is necessary to prevent 
United States manufacturers of spirits 
and cigars from being at a disadvantage. 


The minority report questions the right 


or power under the constitution to enact 
the measure, and whether if we have the 
power it is being exercised In the proper 
manner. It asserts that the power to 
pass such laws was n*p<*r before claimed, 
and calls such exeii'&e of power pure 
and simple imperialism, which is solemn- 
ly protested. It declares that territory 
cannot be held as a political dependency 
subject to unequal taxation. It refers 
to the administration plans as a robber 
policy which makes ihis republic take 
the place of the ruthless monarchy 
Spain, in despoiling Puerto Rico.

convened yesterday discussion of the 
financial measure was resumed.

Ctoptaln Holcroft, Who Had Been In 


the TnuMvaol Secret Service, Telia 
of Intelligent Preparation*—Every 
Elnctlib Baffle Call Known to the 
Boer*—Tfeeiv Gnoim «nd Revolvero. 
Captain Holcroft, who was for some 


time In the Transvaal state's artillery, 
recently delivered in London an inter- 
esting lecture, says the New York 
Press, on "The Secret Arming and Se- 
cret Service of the Transvaal Repub- 
lic." 


Captain Holcroft said he had been 


accused ma»y times of being a Boer, 
but the statement was unfounded, as 
he was an Englishman, and he had re- 
signed his commission in the Trans- 
vaal artillery and forfeited 
$22,600 


•worth of property In Pretoria rather 
than take up arms against his coun- 
trymen. In 1894 he was aware that 
the Transvaal bought 23,000 Gueder 
Vines, and later he found that most of 
these rifles were sent to the disaffected 
Dutch in Cape Colony, with 100 rounds 
of ammunition for each. 
President 


Kruger had told him that at an early 
period all the mines at Johannesburg 
would be run by the state and that 
the property of those who rebelled 
against the government would be 
taken possession of by the state. He 
had asked President Kruger on one oc- 
casion why they had adopted ifl the 
Transvaal the continental drill and the 
English bugle calls. 
The president 


laughed and said it would be found out 
one day. The Boers knew exactly ev-< 
ery call which was sounded for the 
British troops, and that was why they 
waited in hiding until they heard the 
signal to retire given. 


There would have been no war at 


the present time if it were not for the 
manner in which Dr. Leyds stuffed 
Prescient Kruger's head full of non- 
sense. Two years ago Presidents Kru- 
ger and Steyn met to discuss the ques- 
tion of a closer union between the two 
states, which was no doubt a grand 
thing for President Kruger, but was 
a very sorry thing for the Free State. 
He then asked the question, What has 
Induced the latter country to throw in 
its lot with the Transvaal? and he 
was informed that, although the time 
was not then ripe, the time would 
come when the Dutch would drive the 
ruineks into the ocean. 
If President 


Steyn had taken no notice of Mr. Kru- 
ger, this country would never have 
molested the Free State, which would 
form a sort of nest egg in the center 
of South Africa, but now the British 
flag would wave from Caj>e Town to 
the Zambezi. The forts at Pretoria 
were armed with two Creusot guns, 
known as "Long Toms," each of which 
weighed 14 tons, measured just short 
of 14 feet in length, carried a 94 pound 
projectile and, it was said, had a ranga 
of ten miles. Owing to the mountains 
It was, however, Impossible to fire ten 
miles in the Transvaal. General Jou- 
bert had told him'not 18 months ago 
that it was their Intention, when Eng- 
land was in trouble with France or 
Germany or some other power, to 
strike for their independence. 


The people of England grumbled 


when $200,000 a year was spent in se- 
cret service, but in the Transvaal $GOO,- 
000 a year was devoted to secret serv- 
ice purposes, and Dr. Leyds told the 
executive at Pretoria that that was 
not sufficient, and he asked that an ad- 
ditional grant of $100,000 should be 
given. Eighteen months ago an Irish- 
man named Gillingham traveled from 
South Africa to England and there en- 
gaged a certain number of men who 
had served ia the English artillery at 
?5 a day, with a grant of $200 when 
they arrived at Pretoria and a piece o" 
land when the war which was to come 
on was over. These men, who were 
accustomed to using English guns, had 
to fire German and Creusot guns, 
which were sighted by meters and not, 
by yards, and that was why they were 
firing so wildly at first. But now they 
were beginning to calculate the differ- 
ence between yards and meters. 
It 


was a fact that President Kruger and 
General Joubert, on the advice of Dr. 
Leyds, sent all their money to be bank- 
ed in Amsterdam, and he believed that 
one of the reasons why so many Mau- 
ser rifles were used in the Transvaal 
was that they could be bought at about 
$11 and sold to the burghers at about 
$25. 


The Transvaal had been 
arming 


within the last 10 or 12 years. About 
eight or nine years since the Boer gov- 
ernment bought 10 and 13 pounders in 
England, but they refused to use them 
because they had got better weapons, 
and our naval guns were the only ones 
which could compete with those which 
the Transvaal possessed. In 1808 the 
Transvaal 
had 
received from the 


Creusot factory fourteen 0 inch guns, 
tarrying a 94 pound shot 
They had 


also the five Nordenfeldt guns taken 
from Dr. Jameson, ten German 5 Inch 
(Krupp) guns, ten English 7 pounders, 
eight English 
12 pounders, twenty 


72mm. Krupp guns and six German 00 
pounders, making a total of 73 pieces 
of cannon. 
In addition to this they 


had two of the very latest Maxlm-Nor- 
denfeldt 37mm. guns, ten Hotchkiss 
87mm. guns, 30 Maxims of .303 and 
Martini pattern and about 500 Mauser 
pistols. The cavalry were nrmed with 
Webley revolvers, and they had about 
70,000 rifles of the Mauser and Mar- 
tini patterns and about 8,000 or 0,000 
Lee-Metfords, not reckoning what they 
had captured during the progress of 
the war.

England's divided forces of 
140,000 


men, her crack regiments, led by her 
foremost generals, have dashed them- 
selves in vain. England owns to losses 
of more than 10,000 men. The Boer 
losses are unknown even to the Trans- 
vaal's best informed agents in Paris. 
England controls the cable, and there 
has not been one word of communica- 
tion between President Kruger or Gen- 
eral Joubert and the Transvaal repre- 
sentatives iu Europe for weeks. 
Re- 


garding the Boers' ability to hold out 
the informant referred to above said: 


"There is not the least doubt of their 


endurance £«d successful resistance 
for months to come. They are con- 
trolled by the same intense patriotism 
"and 
sustained by the same intelligence, 


courage and fortitude that enabled the 
Americans to prolong for six years 
their war for liberty and Independence. 
And the Boers have one great advan- 
tage that Washington's 
army was 


without—money, modern arms and a 
hilly country which provides natural 
defenses and intrenchments of the 
most formidable kind. 


• "Two recent inventions, greatly aid- 
ing the Boers, can hardly be overesti- 
mated in this war—the high power 
rifle and smokeless powder. The first 
makes the British soldier a mark for 
the Boers at 2,200 yards—over a mile— 
and the smokeless powder makes it 
impossible for the British to see their 
intrenched enemies or to estimate their 
numbers. 
Read the English papers. 


Nearly every soldier writing home be- 
wails the fact that he is 'fighting an 
Invisible foe.' 


"We had ten months' supply of am- 


munition at the beginning of the war 
and are now making more. You wish 
me to explain how the republics were 
BO well prepared for war when it came 
and when they got their modern ar- 
tillery and Mausers? 'Oom Paul' did 
not expect war with England after the 
Majuba peace. 'Even after the Jame- 
son raid it was believed that peace 
might be permanent. But I know that 
a little later, when Premier Schreiner 
of Cape Colony was so fiercely cross 
examined in London, it became clear 
that Chamberlain was bent on finding 
or making a casus bcHi. Then in July, 
1896, one of President Kruger's repre- 
sentatives 
cabled 
in cipher three 


words, 'Time to prepare!' From that 
day the republics have been incessant- 
ly preparing for this fight. 


"We hope for ultimate peace with 


independence and honor. It may come 
in three ways: The very large and en- 
lightened part of England which was 
opposed to the war may gain in influ- 
ence. Second, England may suddenly 
be confronted by dangers elsewhere, 
requiring the temporary withdrawal of 
her forces from South Africa. If that 
happened, the war would never be re- 
sumed. What is now the Orange Free 
State won or kept its freedom so when 
the Crimean war turned 
England's 


forces away from Africa. Third, media- 
tion by some other power, the tender 
of friendly services prompted by an 
Irresistible public or popular 
senti- 


ment, might bring the war to an end 
within six months without wounding 
national pride on either side."

The unexpected decision of Mr. Weeks, 


the attorney for the defense, not to in- 
troduce any witnesses for the defense, 
and the knowledge that this case, one of 
the most remarkable murder trials of 
the century, is drawing near to a close, 
has cansfd a widespread demand for 
seats in the courtroom. Men and wom- 
en from all walks of life thronged the 
entrance to Recorder Goff's court yes- 
terday, the rush being almost riotous at 
times. 


Though the number of policemen on 


duty had been doubled, they were pow- 
erless to check the crowd and additional 
officers were hurriedly called in. 
They 


fairly charged the crowd, but the con- 
fusion incident to the opening of court 
was great, and the trial was delayed in 
consequence. 
Not even the wrath of 


the recorder served to frighten 
the 


throngs anxious "to hear the closing re- 
marks of Assistant Attorney Osbirne. 


The wife and the mother of the de- 


fendant reached the courtroom early. 
Molineux greeted them in his usual af- 
fectionate manner, and to his wife an- 
nounced that his troubles would soon 
be over. 


In his remarKS, Mr. Osborne spoke of 


the necessity of the lawyer who had 
accepted a retaining fee- being in honor 
bound to defend his client to the ut- 
most of his ability. He contrasted the 
position of the attorney defending a 
client with the position of the district 
attorney, or the assistant district at- 
•torney, an officer of the court, whose only 
desire is to arrive at the truth, and to 
bring about the punishment of 
the 


guilty. 


Mr. Osborne then entered into an 


elaborate defense of Harry Cf/rnish. He 
said that all of Harry Cornish's acts 
have been subjected to the most care- 
ful scrutiny, and he argued that the 
fact that Cornish called in a physician 
absolutely a stranger to him imme- 
diately after the poisoning of Mrs. 
Adams demonstrated Cornish's good 
faith and innocence- 


There were several passages at arms 


between Mr. Weeks and Mr. Osborne, 
the attorney for the prisoner objecting- 
to the assistant district attorney quot- 
ing statements of persons not svcorn 
as witnesses. Sometimes Mr. Osbornfa 
triumphed, the recorder ruling in his 
favor; at other times Mr. Weeks carried 
his point. 
During the course of a 


scathing arraignment of the methods 
employed by Mr. Weeks. Mr. Osborne 
asserted that Mr. Weeks violated his 
oath of office when he refused to put 
Mr. 'Carvalho, the handwriting expert 
retained by the defense, on the stand.

drunken brawl, killed a man? Will you 
give this defendant, who has a gray- 
haired father, a sweet-faced mother and 
a beautiful young wife—are you willing 
to give him the iaw of the land—the 
game law you would give a common son 
of the soil?"

Escanaba, Mich., Feb. 9.—A Chicago

Northwestern passenger train, 


known aa the Feleh mountain accom- 
modation, which runs between this city 
and Metropolitan, was Wrecked in a 
rear-end cofmAon with a freight train 
at Ford river switch last night 
Nine 


persons weffe killed, three are reported 
missing-, five seri»sisly and four slightly 
Injured. 


The engine was forging1 ahead through 


a blinding snowstorm, which, made it 
impossible to see signal lights except a 
short distance ahead. Wh&n within 100 
yards of the switch at Ford River, En- 
gineer Green saw the r«ar lights of a 
train directly ahead, and with awa^n- 
ing cry to his fireman, Col€ Nee, Jumped. 
The next Instant the heavy freight struck 
the passenger coach of the accommo- 
dation and telescoped It and the bae- 
gage car ahead. 


The dozen or more passengers In the 


car had not a moment's warning "be-fore 
the crash came, and a moment later the 
cries of the injured could be heard above 
the roar of escaping steam and crackling 
flames whtch soon enveloped the wreck 
cars anil made tbr^- '*ork of rescue 
doubly Jiard. As ?c«t as the Injured 
were removed thfey were taken to a store 
a short distance away, -thile the train 
crews fought desperately, assisted by 
the uninjured passengers, to gain, con- 
trol of the fire -which threatened the- de- 
struction of the wreck before all th« la^ 
jured could ba removed. 


A call for assistance was sent to this 


city and a relief train left for the Boen« 
ol the disaster with the local officials of 
tht) road and eight physicians. Immedi- 
ately upon their arrival the work of 
rescue was rushed with renewed energy, 
and at 10 o'clock it was announced that 
all the injured Jiad been, removed. But 
the bodies of the three unknown dead 
and two trainmen are still pinned fast 
In the, burning bag-gage car, all efforts to 
reach them having proved futile. 


At 11 o'clock tjie relief train returned 


to this city and was met by a crowd of 
mourners. Only tile most seriously In- 
jured were byou,ght on this trip, and 
these were at once conveyed to the 
county hospltaf in ambulance*. A fresh 
crew of men and physician* was at ones 
dispatched to the wreck on th» special 
train and with the assistance at the 
wreck train tfee work of clearing up the 
wreckage and removing the remaining 
bodies will be continued. 


The Plague ai Honolulu. 


Washington, Feb. 9.—Surgeon General 


Sternberg received a report yesterday 
from Major Taylor, the medical officer 
with the small detachment of United 
States troops at Honolulu. The report ia 
dated Jan. 22, and says that up to date 
there have been 46 cases' of bubonic 
plag-ue with 40 deaths. Each house is In- 
spected twice a day with reference to 
keeping track of the inhabitants, dis- 
covering cases of disease and enforcing 
sanitary measures. On the 20th, while 
burning a part of Chinatown, the flre got 
away and destroyed nearly the whole of 
the district, rendering almost 4000 natives 
homeless. The most of these people are 
now corralled under guard an4are being 
fed at pubjic expense.

1 Rev. Bill Scroggius was a charattt* 
in a border county of Missouri iu 1S44, 
How he acquired the ecclesiastical pro- 
lix and what he did under the title 
were stories which used to be told in 
the farmhouses of what is now known 
as Cass county. 


They said he had been a snake 


charmer when he was a young man, 
that ho traveled about the country as a 
sort of magician and that he showed 
fanners with his divining rod where to 
•dig wells. 


The people of what was then a fron- 


tier country assembled once a year In 
their respective communities and held 
camp meetings. On one of these reli- 
gious occasions Bill followed the crowd 
with his bag of reptiles. The minister, 
an old man whose face was like that of 
a patriarch, told the story in a sermon 
of Moses lifting up the brazen serpent 
in the camp of Israel under the com- 
mand of Jehovah. The Missouri farm- 
er who used to entertain travelers with 
the recital said that the cougregation 
was not particularly moved by the ap- 
peal, but after its delivery Bill Scrog- 
gius got up and announced that he had 
a bag of real, crawling, hissing reptiles 
which he would exhibit after dinner 
just outside the camp groa-nd, and he 
claimed that he would show the people 
some snake tricks which would beat 
tho Mosaic story they had just heard. 


In spite of the protest of the minister 


the people turned out to the live snake 
show, and Bill gave them an exhibition 
which was a great success. It is said, 
or it used to be said, that there wasn't 
a snake trick which Bill Scroggins' 
serpents didn't do. "When the exhibi- 
tion was over, Bill told the people that 
he was a sort of missionary himself in 
connection with his business of locat- 
ing wells and that he would call on 
each member in the evening and advise 
with them as to their spiritual and 
worldly wants. 


When he called, his first question 


was, ''Have you got a well?" If the 
reply was in the negative, and wells 
were scarce, Bill informed the member 
that at. must have one located, and 
then fv opened his bag of snakes and 
as they began crawling Bill lifted up 
his voice aud called the people to re- 
pentance. He told them the snakes 
would do no harm if they (the people) 
would give him the job of locating 
wells. 


It was a tax on human belief, but 


the Missourian who told the story 
vouched for the truth of his assertion 
that the people gave Bill more orders 
than h» could fill in one season and 
that he broke up the camp meeting. 
He was the first heretic in the west, 
although the word was unknown in 
that country then. He became famous 
and was in demand. Wherever he trav- 
eled he had his bag of trained snakes, 
and he waxed fat and became inde- 
pendent. 


Whenever there was any doubt about 


the success of any movement the word 
was passed that Rev. Bill Scroggins 
should be summoned^ 


People in that section believed in 


ghosts, as many more enlightened peo- 
ple believe in, them in this day. There 
was one ghost which had done a lively 
business along the highway between 
the county seal and a river known to 
this day as Bfear creek. 
It was the 


custom of this ghost to chase belated 
horsemen over the highway until the 
ford at Bear cre-ek was reached. There 
the chase stopped. The ghost never 
crossed the stream. 


When the fame of Rev. Bill Scrog- 


gins had spread abroad, it was sug- 
gested that he travel over the Bear 
crock road and try his hand on the 
spirit. 
Bill accepted the call. 
He 


made a number of journeys before the 
ghost materialized, and there were 
people who began doubting the exist- 
ence of the ghost, while others cited 
Rev. Bill as one who could overcome 
anything, and by that token he had 
made the ghost take to the woods. The 
community was equally divided. 


However, the ghost showed up one 


night in the midst of a storm and chal- 
lenged Rev. Bill to ride for his life. 
The snake ecclesiastic refused, and 
there was a contest in which Bill's 
horse was killed, aad he was left afoot. 
The ghost got the bag of snakes and 
escaped to the ford, where Bill over- 
took him on the following day, and the 
contest was renewed. The ghost un- 
dertook to turn the snakes on Bill, but 
they refused to act. Bill got possession 
of them and turned them on the spirit. 
They drove the spirit into Bear creek 
and across it, anfl the spirit fled, and 
that was the end of the ghost in that 
country. 


Bill returned In triumph to the coun- 


ty seat and told the story. It was re- 
ceived with some doubt, but as years 
slipped by and nobody was chased 
people began to believe Bill, and apol- 
ogies came in rather late. But Bill was 
vindicated. Then he mysteriously dis- 
appeared. 


Some ye.irs later a den of snakes was 


discovered in what is now Bates coun- 
ty. Mo., tho adjoining county on the 
south to Cass. and in this den was dis- 
covered the skeleton of a man. In the 
opinion of many the skeleton was none 
other than that of Rev. Bill Scroggins. 
So well was his memory revered that 
the bones were collected from the 
snake den, nnd when the first court- 
house was built in Cnss county, it is 
said, they were placed in a bos under 
the cornerstone and were found there 
years after when the old courthouse 
was demolished.—Brooklyn Eagle.

REVIVAL OF BULLFINCHES. 


Little Red Breasted Songster* Arc 


Enjoying Great Popularity. 


In the usual course of change in 


fashions, which affect the choice of 
pets just as much as they affect taste 
in dress, literature and drama, that old 
favorite the piping bullfinch is coming 
into high favor in New York just now. 
The bullfinch is "the parrot of the tem- 
perate zone," not because he ever 
learns to talk, like his tropical proto- 
type, but because, having no "wood 
notes wild" of his own, he can learn to 
whistle human music and often distin- 
guishes himself as a soloist 


A leading New York bird seller who 


is now doing a flourishing business in 
bullfinches recently gave this account 
of the bullfinch revival: "They used to 
be favorite pets on the other side. 1 
don't know that they were ever before 
very popular here. Of course the bull- 
finch is not an American bird, but a 
native of Europe. Some of those I im- 
port come from England, but more 
from Germany. As you know, a fash- 
ion like that is generally set going by 
"some notable or another. In this case 
the German kaiser is responsible. Bull- 
finches are a hobby with him. He has 
six of them that whistle 'Die Wacht 
am Rhein' in chorus, and now some of 
my men from over there tell me he has 
a new bird learning to whistle a song 
which has lately become popular in 
Germany, 'Kruger Is a Bully Boy.' " 


The 
consignments 
of birds 
are 


brought over from Germany under the 
care of a regular professional "vogel- 
handler." The great field fcfr gathering 
bullfinches is said to be the duchy of 
Hesse. There the birds are taken un- 
fledged from the nests and patiently 
taught to whistle their little reperto- 
ries while they are still young, says the 
New York Tribune. The old story that 
needles are thrust into their eyes to 
make them sing better is ridiculed by 
the dealers, who say that nothing but 
petting will make a bullfinch a good 
performer. 
"You can't do anything 


with them by punishment. Even a 
cross word will upset a bullfinch and 
make him sulky. As for putting out 
their eyes, to say nothing of the cruel- 
ty of it, it would ruin a bird's appear- 
ance and destroy his market value."

Icrm Shippers. 


Before Great Britain sent an army 


exceeding 200,000 men to South Africa, 
the local beef supply was wholly un- 
equal to the ordinary demand, and in- 
ducements were being offered to Aus- 
tralia and Argentina to supply the 
deficit, says tho New York Tribune. 
Now, 
uuder the extraordinary condi- 


tions that have arisen and tbat are 
likely to continue for some time, the 
meat resources of the United States 
are apt to be heavily drawn upon, and 
American shippers will find important 
information in the report just received 
by the state department in Washing- 
ton from Consul General Stowe at 
Cape Town, who writes under date of 
Dec. 7 as follows: 


"The recent action of tho prime min- 


ister of Cape Colony and Natal in sus- 
pending the duty on frozen and slaugh- 
ter meat, the same being 4 cents per 
pound, has thus far conferred no bone- 
lit on consumers, particularly those at 
a distance from the seaports, and can- 
not unless the duties on canned meat 
are suspended as well. Canned meat is 
perhaps the most important article of 
export from the United States to this 
country. The suspension of the duty 
on frozen meat should help the export- 
ers of the United States, but I regret 
to say the lack of ships with cold 
storage space prevents us from captur- 
ing any of this great trade. 
Over 


4,000,000 pounds of frozen meat were 
sent to this country in 18'JS, not a 
pound of which came from the United 
States. The exportation of slaughter 
stock should be given prompt atten- 
tion. The consumers not in reach of 
the refrigerator storage plants (which 
are at the seaports') obtain no advan- 
tage from the cheapening of frozen or 
chilled meat. There should now be on. 
the water a large supply of slaughter 
stock. Australian stock is arriving, as 
•well as shipments from the Argentine 
Republic. Not one head of slaughter 
stock or stock on the hoof out of the 
several thousand received in 1898 came 
from the United States. 


"Frozen meat from Australia is sold 


cheaper than the meat of the colony, 
•which is rapidly disappearing, even 
•with the old duty of 4 cents per pound 
In force. The suspension of the duty 
ought to put the price down to a point 
that will enable the poorest to supply 
themselves. The trade, however, pre- 
fers the slaughter stock at this time. 


"The act that-provided for the sus- 


pension of the duty also provided for 
the issue of loans for cold storage 
plants to be built by any one. The sus- 
pension of duty has a limitation, but 
the cold storage provision will contin- 
ne. The trade in chilled meat is in the 
hands of a monopoly. 1 wish to call 
the attention of our cattle and sheep 
raisers to the fact that while the Unit- 
ed States has no refrigerator ships 
plenty of ships can be chartered to 
bring 
good slaughter 
stock 
here. 


Horses and mules, which come in large 
numbers, reach this port in excellent 
condition, without loss of weight, and 
It is to be presumed that the same 
would be true of slaughter cattle. It is 
stated that irrf|>orted slaughter stock 
killed here gives better meat than even 
the live stock of the colony."

SHELLING A BOER. 


How a Sharpshooter at Mnsrersfon- 


telii Was Shifted. 


A correspondent with the Northum- 


berland fusileers, writing to the New- 
castle Daily Chronicle, says: "I have 
often heard that it takes a man's 
weight in lead to kill him, but I have 
never heard of a case, and I don't 
think ony one else has, where it has 
been found necessary to use a lyddite 
shell for the destruction of a single in- 
dividual. Yet this is what actually 
happened at Magersfontein the other 
day. 


"During the course of the day it was 


noticed that our gunners were being 
picked off. Six men belonging to one 
of the howitzers, were wounded, aud 
nobody could tell where the shots were 
coming from until the smoke of a rifle 
revealed the presence of a Boer marks- 
man behind a tree on top of a kopje. 
It was impossible to fetch him down 
with a rifle, as the tree was proof 
against the penetrating powers of a 
bullet but he had to be shifted some- 
how, 
so the gun was trained on the 


tree. The shrll struck it right in the 
center, tore it out by the roots and car- 
ried it and the man behind it hundreds 
of feet int i the air. 


"These s'lells cost from £7 to £15 each; 


according to size, and it may occur to 
some people that this is rather an ex- 
pensive method of exterminating a 
single foe, but in this particular case 
the cost of the shell was well repaid by 
the saving of life to us."

Fooled the Boers With Candles. 
Private Allen of the Leicestershire 


regiment, in a letter to his friends at 
Spalding, describes the march from 
Dundee to Ladysmith as follows, says 
the London Leader: "Seeing that the 
enemy meant to surround us, General 
Yule, who was then in charge, gave 
orders for us to move. He sent men 
down to the cainp to light candles in 
the tents to make believe that they had 
retired into camp, and while this was 
going on we were on the move. The 
Boers woke up next morning and shell- 
ed the camp and town, only to rind 
that the troops had gone, so they gave 
chase, but went the wrong way and 
ran into Sir George White's column 
and got slaughtered."

There is nothing so provocative of 


the rebellious spirit as the reading of 
news itemsMike the above. They make 
the blood boil. They cannot be read 
in calmness unless by the most heart- 
less. They make us ready to condemn 
unsparingly, but unfortunately they 
do not operate on us as they should 
and make us less thoughtful of our- 
selves and more thoughtful of others. 


It is probably given to no man to 


guess what was in the mind and 
heart of poor Bridget Moore. All we 
know is that she was 90 years old, 
homeless and helpless, 
out 
on 
the 


street, finding some slight association 
in her few 
personal 
effects 
beside 


which she would occasionally sit down 
and weep. There is no more vivid pic- 
ture of cruelty than is painted in the 
few words of the news item. We can- 
not measure the cruelty. 
Perhaps 


Bridget Moore when she sat down and 
wept was able to plunge back in mem- 
ory three quarters of a century and re- 
member 
herself 
a happy 
care-free 


girl, dreaming of the coming adult life 
with its unopened volume of allur- 
ing mystery. Or she may not have 
gone so 
far back; she may have 


stopped some ten years beyond the half 
century line and pictured to herself a 
happy 
home 
with 
husband 
and 


children, 
one of the children 
being 


that son who is unable or unwil- 
ling to help her now. With the fading 
visions of those days she may have 
contrasted the coldness, 
cruelty and 


friendlessness of her present state, out 
on the street, roofless and weeping be- 
side her few belongings. But this may 
not have been possible to- her. 
The 


brain may have shrivelled as the flesh 
dried up and wrinkled or tightened 
about the old bones, and memory may 
have disappeared about as completely 
aa the roundness and graces of youth. 
She may have wept only as the child 
weeps, remembering indistinctly a re- 
cent state of contentment into which 
some half-understood, disturbing ele- 
ment had come. But she wept in her 
misery, that old, old woman—nothing 
on P"d's earth so'moving in its pathos 
—homeless on the street with her few 
worldly possessions in one of the fair- 
est villages in this land of plenty. And 
she wandered about a little before she 
sat 
down to weep occasionally, no 


doubt to encourage some warmth to 
her feeble limbs in February's cold, 
limbs that by the three-score reckoning 
might have long ago have been com- 
posed in the grave. Yet it is not 
recorded that a good Samaritan passed 
her way. It is only recorded that her 
case was reported to the charities de- 
partment. 


This is not of the scenes that make 


Columbia's grandeur ring. It is of 
the scenes which form the testimony of 
man's inhumanity to man. It is of the 
scenes which begt the socialistic-scheme 
and make a Bryan possible with the 
"common people" trite on his tongue 
and with his crucifixion of mankind on 
a cross of gold. It proves that most 
regrettable of all things, the yet low 
condition of the social affection. 
The 


cure will not come through the law nor 
plans of government. 
It 
will come 


only through the broadening and deep- 
ening of our humanism, which in 
this age is much talked of under the 
name of Christianity. We are yet woe- 
fully narrow. Our families are dear to 
us, our friends are 
near to us, 


but few of us have an affection 
that goes out in tender and generous 
volume in an impersonal way to the 
whole body of human beings. 
Our 


spare time is occupied by polishing the 
intellect a bit in organizations invent- 
ed and maintained for that purpose, 
in meeting the demands for entertain- 
ment in our whist a,nd dances and other 
numerous ways, and in going into half- 
manufactured ecstacies over art, music 
and the latest things from the book 
press. These are all distinctly selfish. 
Their influence dies at the time and 
place of its birth or it is carried round 
with us while it lasts shut up in us as 
if it were sealed in a tomb. The social 
affection is not developed and little is 
being added to that fund of altruistic 
feeling upon which the sociologist de- 
lights 
to 
discourse. 
Where 
there 


might bn streams of social 
affection 


flowing nut from us into the social 
vacuum and flowing back to us, giving 
us indescribable pleasure, there is noth- 
ing but a faint glow visible to those 
who know us intimately and very of- 
ten not visible to anybody. It might 
not be very untrue to dOHcribc us as an 
aggregation 
of 
unassociated beings, 


each seeking the greatest amount of 
ease and personal pleasure. The at- 
tempts at association that are made 
have but a moderate amount of the 
collective Intent and are scarcely to 
a broader end than the better entertain 
mont or greater profit of the exclu-'| 


sive few who enter Into the association. 
What can we get out of them? not, 
what can we give out of them? Is gen- 
erally the question, consciously or un- 
consciously, regarding the numerous 
clubs and societies of all kinds. The 
fartherest thought from us is the 
thought of lending ourselves or giving 
ourselves to others. 


Let us go upon a hill and look down 


on our city and test ourselves regard- 
ing our social affections. We shall see 
the loveliness of the valley -and 
the 


mountains in their inspiring grandeur. 
We shall see buildings, pile upon pile, 
and church spires shooting 
to 
the 


clouds. 
We shall think it all beau- 


.tiful. After gazing in deep delight on 
the panorama shall we go down, re- 
freshed from our exercise as if we had 
spent half an hour in the gymnasium, 
with the sole thought of hurrying to 
accept an invitation to some enter- 
taining gathering? Or shall we stop a 
little longer, proud of the highest for 
which the city stands, troubled about 
the crime that it contains, and looking, 
by the imagination's eye, through the 
walls of the mills and tenements upon 
the hardship and pain they conceal, 
feel our very souls wrung with sad- 
ness and overflowing with an unspeak- 
able compassion? 


Not until we are as liable to look in 


this way and feel in this way as we 
are to admire the scene before us and 
go down thinking of other pleasures 
awaiting us will it be impossible for 
Bridget Moore, at 90 years of age, to 
sit on the street, evicted, and weep be- 
side her few bits of household furni- 
ture.

logical history of Greylock, 'taking1 UP 
the subject "where the monograph on 
the Green mountains in Massachusetts 
published in the United States geolo- 
gical survey in 1894 left it.

The Cambrian Transgression, the Cam- 
bro-ordoviclan calcareious sedimenta- 
tion; the ordovician argillaceous sedi- 
mentation, 
post 
ordorician-orogenic 


movement, the period of the erasion, 
the period of the glacier, the Inater- 
nary lake, modern topography and the 
advent of man. 


As nearly as the professor Could cal- 


culate, Greylock Is about 1,829,000 years 
old, but how much older he didn't 
know. The paper will soon be printed 
and Incorporated in the series of Berk- 
shire historical contributions.
